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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding to Applicant's argument on page 3, 
thafs inherent a person of ordinary skill in the art would have known to perform a digital-to-analog operation on the data in the IFFT 
buffer to produce an analog signal centerted at a desired canier frequency. In reply, to establish inherency, the extrinsic evidence must 
make clear that the missing descriptive matter is necessarily present in the thing described in the reference, and that it would be so 
recognized by persons of ordinary skill, and furthermore, the mere fact that a certain thing may result from a given set of circumstances is 
not sufficient, see In re Oelrich, 666 F.2d 578 581-82. 212 USPQ 323. 326 (CCPA 1981. In this instant, the inherency asserted by the 
Applicant fails to provide the proof that the disclosure and the prior arts teaching do necessarily or inherently possess the characteristic 
of "an analog signal centered at a desired carrier frequency". Furthemnore. because no D/A conversion is disclose in the claims, the 
storing of symbol and pilot tones in an IFFT buffer does not inherently produce an analog signal centered at a desired frequency as 
claimed. 
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
